Voters will decide bond issue to 
fund bussing, school improvements

While going to the presidential- 
primary polls next Tuesday, voters 
in the Crawford AuSable School 
District will be asked to decide on a 
bond issue that would fund bussing 
and school facility improvements. 
The 2012 bus and facility bond 
will be on the ballot on Tuesday, 
Feb. 28. Michigan’s presidential- 
primary also will be held at the 


polls, but Crawford AuSable School 
District area citizens do not have to 
be registered as a democrat or 
republican to be able to be cligible 
to vote on the school funding pro- 
posal, said Crawford AuSable 
Schools Superintendent Joe Powers. 

The school district is proposing to 
borrow $2,990,000 through bonds 
issued in order to buy busses and 
make improvements at all school 
buildings. 


The specific ballot language 
reads, “Shall Crawford AuSable 
School District, Crawford, Otsego 
and Kalkaska Counties, Michigan, 
borrow the sum of not to exceed 
Two Million Nine Hundred Ninety 
Thousand Dollars ($2,990,000) and 
issue its general obligation unlimit- 
ed tax bonds therefor, for the pur- 
pose of: purchasing school buses; 
acquiring, installing, and equipping 
educational technology for, and 


related remodeling to, Grayling 
Elementary-AuSable Primary build- 
ing, Grayling Middle School and 
Grayling High School; erecting, fur- 
nishing and equipping additions to, 
and partially remodeling, furnishing 
and refurnishing, equipping and re- 
equipping the Grayling Elementary- 
AuSable Primary building; and 
developing and improving sites?” 
If approved, the AuSable Primary

Planned VA 
, clinic will 
be open in 
Grayling 
this fall

A Veterans Affairs (VA) clinic will open 
in Grayling by Oct. 1, but will focus more 
on the use of technology rather than face- 
to-face time with medical staff. 

Rep. Dr. Dan Benishek, (R-Crystal 
Falls), was at the American Legion Post 
#106 on Monday to discuss the planned 
clinic that will serve Crawford County res- 
idents and veterans from the surrounding 
area, 

In the spring of 2011, the VA advertised 
for bids for property and a 9,000 square 
foot building for a Community Based 
Access Clinic. The clinic would have 
housed an audiology department. 

Since then, the VA has scaled plans back. 
The planned clinic seeks a 3,500 square 
foot building. It will staff a registered nurse 
and a licensed nurse practitioner. Veterans 
will be able to communicate with medical 
experts via teleconferencing. 

Benishek said he and his staff were not 
aware why plans were changed for the clin- 
icy 

“It's got to be an improvement to what 
has been here, and this process of having 
these county-based clinics is much better 
than having to go to Saginaw,” Benishek 
said. 

Benishek said the idea for the clinic was 
to cut down on travel time for veterans. 

“You may still have to travel for more 
specific specialty care, but perhaps once 
you’ve had that initial consultation, you'll 
be able to talk to that same guy you've met 
in Grayling rather than go back,” Benishek 
said. “I’m thinking that will be an improve- 
ment for Crawford County veterans, but 
we’ ll have to see as time goes by.” 

The clinic will be housed in a leased 
building rather than building a new facility. 

“Since there are so many empty buildings 
here, they want to fill some of that empty 
space,” said Denise Pallarito, a constituent

County approves roof replacement

Crawford County officials 
are going for more bang for 
the buck as far as a thicker 
roof and longer warranty for 
the Crawford County 
Courthouse. 

The Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners, at 
its ways and means meeting 
earlier this month, approved 
a bid of $146,130 to replace 
the roof on the Crawford 
County Courthouse. 

The roof will be replaced 
with a .060 thermoplastic 
polyolefin (TPO) single-ply 
roofing membrane, which is

Initially, Great Lakes 
Roofing proposed to place a 
.045 mill roof, which is .045 
inches thick, That roof came 
with a 15-year warranty. 

After doing some 
research and negotiations 
with the company, Crawford 
County Administrator Paul 
Compo said the county 
could get a thicker roof and 
a 20-year warranty by pay- 
ing an additional $6,740. 

The fast time the roof was 
replaced was in the mid- 
1990s. 

The roof for the Crawford 
County Courthouse, the 
Crawford County Jail and 
Crawfoiit County’ carport 
will be replaced. 

The roof will replace a 
ballast roof, which was cov- 


ered with gravel. 

“It’s like anything else, 15 
to 20 years later, the materi- 
als are better and the tech- 
nology is better,’ Compo 
said. “Either way, we have 
to protect our assets.” 

The county will install 
walk pads used where the 
heating, ventilation and air 
conditioning units on the 
building are maintained. 

“We're going to be up 
there quite a bit because 
we’re pushing 15 years with 
the equipment we have right 
now,” Compo said.

Just over a third of the 
funds will be paid through 
the county’s courthouse 
preservation fund. The fund 
is built up by fees tacked 
onto traffic tickets for the 
purpose of maintaining the 
courthouse building. 

Compo said there is cur- 
rently $58,500 in the court- 
house preservation fund. 
The remaining funds will 
come from the county’s 
general fund, and will be 
recouped once the court- 
house preservation fund is 


replenished, 
“We haven’t touched the 
courthouse —_ preservation

Plaga pled 
guilty to weapons-firearms- 
possession, weapons- 
firearms-felony, felony 
firearms and home invasion 
second-degree in on June 8, 
2010. 

Plaga, who is in the 
Crawford County Jail await- 
ing sentencing, testified 
against accomplices Beaver 
and Pamame, last week. 

Testimony at the trial 
revealed that the guns stolen

by the men were transported 
to Detroit, where they were 
exchanged for drugs with 
gang members. 

A woman who testified as 
a defense witness was 
arrested, outside the court- 
room after giving her testi- 
mony, for receiving and 
concealing stolen property. 

46th Trial Court Judge 
Dennis F. Murphy revoked 
the bonds for Beaver and 
Pamame, who are also in the 
Crawford County Jail await- 
ing sentencing, 

Beaver faces up to 30 


years in prison, while 
Pamame faces up to 15 
years behind bars.

School's gymnasium would 
be converted into central 
offices for the AuSable 
Primary School and 
Grayling Elementary 
School buildings. A heated 
waiting area would also be 
provided for parents. 

Just outside of the new 
offices, 75 to 80 parking 
Spaces would be created 
where the former bus loop 
was located, 

Powers said that parking 
is one of the top complaints 
schools officials _ field 
regarding the schools, espe- 
cially for events such as 
graduations, concerts and 
the science fair. 

The bond would also pay 
to convert the Grayling 
Elementary School and 
AuSable Primary School 
cafeteria into what is being 
called the Crawford 
AuSable Performance 
Arena. The renovated facil- 
ities would provide a stage 
and room for band and 
music students. The stage 
would also be used for per- 
formances, science fairs, 
music concerts and other 
events. The space would 
also serve as a full-size mul- 
tipurpose gymnasium with a 
rubber floor and would pro- 
vide a large area for all ele- 
mentary students. 

The Grayling Elementary 
School’s annual science fair 
was held last week. 

“It was standing room 
only and people had to be 
out in the hall,’ Powers said. 
“That will be nice to have a 
full-size area where parents 
will, actually be able to 
come in.and see their. chil- 
dren.” 

Boilers at the AuSable 
Primary School would also 
be replaced if the bond is 


approved. Powers said the 
boilers were projected to 
last 15 years, and are now 
entering there 19th year of 
service. 

Replacing the boilers is 
estimated to cost $200,000, 
but the school district will 
save $25,000 per year in 
decreased utility costs 
through enhanced technolo- 
By. 

“It’s not only the pay off, 
but we wouldn’t have to 
eliminate more jobs to pay 
for the boilers,” Powers 
said. 

Over the last decade, the 
Crawford AuSable School 
District has eliminated 89 
jobs as school officials have 
been forced to slash $7.5 
million for its budget. 

A total 67 percent of the 
positions were cut from the 
district’s administrative 
staff, while central office 
staff has been slashed by 29 
percent. 

The Crawford AuSable 
Schoo] Board has focused 
on keeping teachers in front 
of students during the last 
10 years of economic woes. 

“The whole purpose of 
the bond is to reduce 
expenses So we can Keep our 
teachers and that is our 
number one priority,” 
Powers said. “We want to 
try to focus everything on 
our classrooms because it’s 
for the students.” 

If the bond issue is 
approved, the school district 
will purchase six new 
busses, which covers stu- 
dent transportation needs 
for the next five years. 

_ Powers said the Crawford 
AuSable Schoo! District is 
the 13th largest school dis- 
trict in the state, covering 
520 square miles, and par- 
ents count on bussing to 


‘5.2 mills. 


safely get their children to 
and from school. 

“The board took a look at 
our transportation and they 
do not feel like they can 
eliminate bussing,” Powers 
said. “It’s very important for 
students and our parents to 
continue to provide bussing. 
We put a lot of miles on our 
busses.” 

For the 2011-12 school 
year, the school district 
received $1.2 million less 
from the state in school 
funding. School officials are 
anticipating a similar reduc- 
tion this year, Powers said. 

If voters give the bond 
issue a thumbs up, that 
would mean the district 
could keep providing up-to- 
date technology for stu- 
dents. 

“We're got to prepare stu- 
dents for their world and 
their world revolves around 
technology,” Powers said. 

If passed, the school dis- 
trict’s debt levy would 
increase from 4.9 mills up to 
The increase 
would mean that a home- 
owner, with a $100,000 
house with state equalized 
value of $50,000, would pay 
an additional $15 in taxes 
per year for the next four 
year. The bond would then 
drop down to 4.2 mills for 
debt previously approved to 
renovate and expand the 
Grayling High School. 

Powers said enhancing 
the school facilities would 
help give the Crawford 
County economy a much- 
needed shot in the arm. In 
February, school facilities 


were used to host a Small, 


Farm. Conference, and 
statewide wrestling and bas- 
ketball tournaments. 
Upgrading all school build- 
ings would increase the use

services representative for 
Benishek’s Gaylord office. 

About 20 people attended 
the question and answer 
session with Benishek 
Monday. 

Charlotte Fairbotham, 
whose husband, William 
Fairbotham, served tours of 
duty in Iraq and 
Afghanistan, said getting 
the clinic in the community 
is critical. 

“It isn’t where it's going 
to be,” she said. “It’s we 
need it.” 

Katie Tinker, whose hus- 
band Dana Metheney is a 
U.S. Army veteran, said get- 
ting the clinic open and 
employed with local people 
were concerns that she had. 

“Veterans are near and 
dear to my heart,” Tinker 
said. “Generations of our 
family have served.” 


Fairbotham agreed that 
veterans would be more at 
ease with familiar faces. 

“lve been here all of my 
life, and they need some- 
body who they are comfort- 
able with,” she said. 

While some citizens were 
frustrated that a larger facil- 
ity is not coming to 
Grayling, they were encour- 
aged to wait until the clinic 
is up and running before 
making a final decision. 

“T don't think it’s an end 
because it’s easier to go 
from a smalier facility to a 
larger facility and you don’t 
have to lay people off,” said 
Douglas W. Robinson, a 
veteran’s employee repre- 
sentative for the veterans 
service division of the 
Workforce Development 
Agency. 

Steven Leusby, an Air 
Force veteran from Higgins 


Lake who goes to the VA 
clinic in Gaylord, vowed to 
become more involved in 
finding more information 
about the clinic and how it 
will operate. 

“We need to know who 
controls the purse strings,” 
he said. “Once we get edu- 
cated, we will be fine. I’m 
happy that we have some- 
thing coming.” 

Benishek was headed to 
the Detroit regional office 
for the VA, to investigate 
why there is a backlog in 
veteran’s claims, 

“It’s not pretty,” he said. 

Benishek encouraged vet- 
erans to provide their input 
on the clinic and seek their 
assistance when filing 
claims for benefits. 

“To do a claim on your 
own is just impossible,” 
Benishek said.

The ceremony of lowering flags 
should be reserved for those who 
gave their lives for their country, 
John Burri figured. 

“It was a slap in the face. It 
cheapens the meaning of lowering 
that flag. They’re watering down 
the meaning of a hero,” he said, as 
reported in The Detroit News. 

] agree. Whitney Houston may 
have been a very talented enter- 
lainer, and New Jersey Gov. 
Christie considered her a “cultural 
icon” and source of pride for New 
Jersey, but honoring her with a rit- 
ual usually and properly reserved 
for fallen military heroes is a bit 
much. 

John Burri’s response may be a 
bit dramatic, but he has it right.

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CASD maintains emnnaditiews edge 


To the editor: 

The Crawford AuSable School 
District is recognized by the 
Michigan Department of 
Education (MDE) as a high-per- 
forming district. CASD schools 
that tested in the Michigan 
Educational Assessment 
Program (MEAP) last year 
received “Best of Class” grades, 
meaning that their test scores 
were above the state average and 
have exceeded expectations as 
compared to similar schools. In 
addition, Grayling High School 
was named one of the best high 
schools in the United States by 
U.S. News & World Report and 
Newsweek magazines in 2010 - 
one of only 75 Michigan high 
schools to receive that honor. 
There are several factors con- 
tributing to this success. 

First, the high school has a 
rewards programs, called the 
Grayling Viking Renaissance 
program, sponsored by the 
Jostens Renaissance Program, 
which recognizes students for 
their grades and their behavior in 
school through incentives such 
as free passes to all sporting 
events and performance arts 
events to engage students in their 
high school experience. This has 
affected culture. Students are 
eligible based on their grade 
point average, behavior, and 
improvement in grade point aver- 
age. According to Grayling High 
School principal Donna 
Boughner, when the program 
first started, 49 percent of the 
student body was part of the pro- 
gram. Now, that percentage has 
risen to 75 percent. Students 
become eligible for the program 
with a minimum GPA of 2.0 and 
a record of a rising GPA. They 
remain in the program if their 
grades continue to improve, and 
have good attendance and if they 
do not have any incidents of poor 
behavior. Ms, Boughner said that 
she has noticed that students are 
increasingly concerned about 
getting referrals as they would 
not want a referral to affect their 
standing in the program. The

members. In fact, officials from 
other school districts have visited 
Grayling High School in order to 
learn about the success of its 
Renaissance program so that 
they can replicate it. Grayling 
High School now has one of the 
top five Renaissance programs in 
the state and is used as a national 
model. 


Second, the high percentage of 


Students rewarded through the 
Renaissance Program would not 
have been possible without the 
dedicated staff. According to 
Ms. Boughner, teachers are will- 
ing to do anything to help stu- 
dents and are always available - 
which she calls part of the cul- 
ture at the high school. Teachers 
are willing to help both on an 
informal basis and through some 
of the programs the school has, 
such as the Freshman Five 
Initiative. With this initiative, 
each teacher is assigned five stu- 
dents with whom they become 
mentors for to help ensure that 
no one slips through the cracks. 
Therefore, those teachers can 
help students with personal and 
academic problems as they arise. 
Ensuring students are successful 
in their freshman year is particu- 
larly important as research has 
shown that students who fail just 
two of their core classes in their 
freshman year are highly likely 
to drop out of school. Therefore, 
catching problems as early as 
possible in students high school 
careers helps ensure their later 
academic success and eventual 
graduation. 

Third, Grayling High School is 
using a variety of technology ini- 
tiatives to provide the staff with 
more options on how to give and 
prepare lessons, which will in 
tum help students become more 
tech-savvy. Teachers are assisted 
in part by a staff member who is 
a specialist in classroom technol- 
ogy integration, so that teachers 
can integrate technology like 
using mobile devices and appli- 
cations like Google docs in their 
teaching. Ms, Boughner is con- 
ducting a pilot program to use 
[Pads as a way for teachers to use 
different media to plan and carry 
out their lessons. Ms, Boughner 
said that depending on the suc- 


cess of the pilot program, more — 


teachers may soon be using 
TPads for their lessons and 
would eventually like them to be 
available to all students. Ms. 
Boughner has used funds from a 
state technology grant to experi- 
ment with having teachers record 
their lessons then they can send 
them home, which will provide 
students with more learning 
opportunities. Students can 
review lessons repeatedly if they 
need to. 

Fourth, teachers also have for- 
mal times to work together 
through their professional learn- 
ing communities. They are 
grouped with colleagues to dis- 
cuss pedagogical and student- 
related issues on a weekly basis 
along with daily analysis to drive 
decision making. These commu- 
nities have facilitated teachers 
collaboration by enabling them 
to work together and learn 
together with colleagues in other 
disciplines and grades. Each 
community is charged with 10 
students considered at risk, but 
who are not in special education. 
By tracking their grades, meeting 
with them regularly, and review- 
ing their homework with them, 
students have another support 
system available to them after 
their freshman year to extend 
their Freshman Five experience. 

Fifth, it has also become easier 
to pinpoint which students are

through the district’s increased 
use of data. Ms. Boughner cred- 
its Joe Powers, the superinten- 
dent, who began a collaboration 
with the Northwest Evaluation 
Association to test all students on 
a national standardized test in 
order to diagnose their specific 
academic needs. Since working 
with the Northwest Evaluation 
Association, the entire district 
has greatly improved its ability 
to use data. There is even a data 
manager to help teachers, 

“Our district has shown signif- 
icant student achievement over 
the last five years, Our district’s 
improvement is. based on the 
teamwork of students, parents, 
and staff all working toward stu- 


dent success,” said 
Superintendent Joe Powers,

Three-year Bovine TB Risk 
Mitigation Project a success 


The Michigan 
Department of Agriculture 
and Rural Development 
(MDARD), in collaboration 
with the United States 
Department of Agriculture 
(USDA) Wildlife Services 
(WS), and four Michigan 
Conservation Districts 
(CDs) have successfully 
reached their three-year 
goal of protecting Michigan 
cattle farms in the highest 
risk areas for 
Tuberculosis (TB). 

The $3.6 million project 
is a combined — effort 
between Michigan’s cattle- 
men, local conservation dis- 
tricts, state and federal gov- 
ernment agencies, and 
Michigan State University 
Extension to aid producers 
with their risk mitigation 
methods in northern lower 
Michigan, 

“Wildlife Risk Mitigation 
Plans are required in order 
for farms to sell cattle with- 
out follow-up testing. These 
plans use fencing and other 
management techniques 
designed to keep wild 
white-tailed deer, which are 
known reservoirs for bovine 
TB, from contaminating 
feed and water sources on 
cattle farms in Northern 
Lower Michigan,” said Dr. 
Rick Smith, MDARD’s 
Wildlife Risk Mitigation 
Program (WRMP) 
Coordinator. “We were 
pleased to learn the Alpena 
Conservation District and 
staff received special recog- 
nition for their outstanding 
efforts in delivering the 
Wildlife Risk Mitigation 
Project,” Smith said. “We 
could not have accom- 
plished our goal of imple- 
menting the WRM Initiative 
on Michigan cattle farms 
without their help.” 

The Alpena Conservation 
District. (CD) and staff 


bovine 


accepted the awards during 


the Michigan Association of 
Conservation Districts 
Annual Convention awards 
banquet on Dec. 8. Alpena 


Conservation District's 
Randall Mellberg and 
Emily Sewell, TB 


Conservationists in the 
Alpena CD office, were 
specifically recognized for 
their outstanding contribu- 
tions to the development 
and implementation of 
WRMP in the state. 

“We're extremely appre- 
ciative of Randy. and 
Emily’s contributions; and 
those of all the 
Conservation District staff,” 
said Pete Butchko, 
Michigan’s USDA WS 
State Director. “Working 
together works.” 

Wildlife Risk Mitigation 
was an initiative of both 
USDA Wildlife Services 
and MDARD in early 2003. 
Pilot projects conducted by 
USDA’s scientists on cervid 
facilities and cattle farms in 
northern Michigan found 
that tools such as fencing, 
hay storage units, and the 
use of dogs lowered the risk 
of disease transmission. 
MDARD began the official 
sign-up program in 2009, 
and since then nearly 900 


cattle producers have partic- 
ipated in the Wildlife Risk 
Mitigation Project to assess 
their on-farm risks and 
complete biosecurity plans. 
Ninety-four percent have 
become risk mitigated. 

In addition to completing 
risk assessments and biose- 
curity plans, Mellberg and 
Sewell have facilitated the 
construction and cost-shar- 
ing of 65 feed security hoop 
bams and a handful of fenc- 
ing projects in Alpena, 
Alcona, Montinorency, and 
Presque Isle counties. To 
date, livestock producers 
have accessed more than 
$1.2 million in assistance 
funding, and have invested 
an additional $401,000 of 
personal funds in improve- 
ment to farm biosecurity. 

Earlier in 2011, Michigan 
U.S. Senator Debbie 
Stabenow secured $1.5 mil- 
lion in funding for cattle 
producers in 11 counties 
(Alcona, Alpena, Antrim, 
Charlevoix, Cheboygan, 
Crawford, Emmet, 
Montmorency, Oscoda, 
Otsego, and Presque Isle) in 
the = Northern Lower 
Peninsula through — the 
USDA Natural Resources 
Conservation Service 
(NRCS) — Environmental 
Quality Incentives Program 
(EQIP). Producers match 
these funds with 25 percent 
of their own money, 

Additionally, © Kenneth 
Parsons, a Conservation 
Technical Assistance 
Initiative (CTAD) Specialist 
in the Alpena CD office; 
and Kenny Papes, a CTAI 
Engineer in the Otsego CD 
office, were recognized for 
their efforts to significantly 
increase the number of pro- 
ducers signing up for feder- 
al EQIP funding. 

Parsons and Papes com- 
pleted their work associated 
with the TB Initiative/EQIP 
sign-up under short dead- 
lines. The efforts provided 
financial and technical 
assistance to cattle produc- 
ers with the implementation 
of conservation practices 
and strategies designed to 
reduce the spread of Bovine 
TB. Enrollment in EQIP has 
helped cattle producers 
move toward becoming 
Risk Mitigated and in main- 
taining their market access. 


Conservation practices 
funded with Bovine TB 
Initiative/EQIP funds 


include: brush management, 
cattle access control, cattle 
trails and walkways, fenc- 
ing, forage harvest manage- 
ment, heavy use area pro- 
tection, pasture and haylanc 
planting, prescribed graz- 
ing, roof runoff structures, 


stream crossings, under- 
ground outlets, = water 
pipelines, water tanks, 


waste facility cover, waste 
storage facilities, wells and 
windbreaks. All of the $1.5 
million in funding was allo- 
cated; and 87 livestock pro- 
ducers’ EQIP contracts 
were approved for imple- 
mentation. Some conserva- 
tion practices were complet- 
ed in 2011 and others will 
be completed in 2012.

When consumers buy a 
product online, Michigan 
law says the consumer must 
pay the same sales tax he or 
she would if buying the 
product from a store in per- 
son. Under Michigan’s cur- 
rent sales tax collection sys- 
tem, out-of-state, online- 
only retailers are exploiting 
the massive legal loophole, 
allowing them to forgo col- 
lecting sales tax at the point 
of sale. Online-only retailers 
use this loophole to attract 
shoppers away from brick- 
and-mortar businesses by 


using deceptively lower 
prices, since Michigan 
retailers must add — and 


collect — the 6-percent sales 
tax to the customer’s bill. As 
a result, Main Street busi- 
nesses are put at a significant 
competitive disadvantage 
that puts Michigan’s busi- 
ness community at risk. 

Last fall Representatives 
Eileen Kowall and Jim 
Ananich introduced the 
Michigan Main Street 
Fairness Act, a bipartisan 
legislative package that pro- 
tects job makers across the 
state by closing the sales tax 
loophole putting Michigan 
businesses at risk. 

To close the sales tax 
loophole the Michigan Main 
Street Fairness Act: 

- Moves online-only retail- 
ers under the same sales tax 
collection laws under which 
Michigan brick-and-mortar 
businesses operate; and 

- Expands the definition of 
“nexus” or “physical pres- 
ence” to include retailers

According to a report by 
Lansing-based Public Sector 
Consultants, the sales tax 
loophole has a significant 
negative impact on job mak- 
ers and the state’s economy. 
The study found that closing 
the loophole would directly 
lead to the creation of as 
many as 1,600 new jobs, 
would increase investment 
in Michigan’ economy in the 
form of sales at brick-and- 
mortar retail outlets by as 
much as $126 million per 
year and would save the 
state as much as $141.5 mil- 
lion in otherwise lost sales 
tax revenue from electronic 
remote sales in 2012 alone. 

The Michigan Main Street 
Leadership Council will pro- 
vide an organized voice in 
Lansing for retailers from 
across Michigan who last 
year formed the Michigan 
Alliance for Main Street 
Fairness, a coalition of hun- 
dreds of job makers calling 
for common-sense updates 
to Michigan’s tax system to 
ensure there is a level play- 
ing field for both small busi- 
nesses and online-only 
retailers concerning the col- 
lection of sales taxes.
